Then 
he also spoke of the student as a 
majority group since 78 per cent 
of all California college freshman 
and sophomores are enrolled in 
junior colleges. 

Huber then announced that the 
IBM machine has given a partial 
total of enrollees and that the num- 
ber nears twelve hundred in the 
daytime division. He added, how- 
ever, that the number would prob- 
ably exceed the one thousand two 
hundred figure when the academic 
council had met. 

Of this total, 675 are men while 


495 are members of the fairer sex. 
Huber commented in jest that 
there were 1.36 males for every 
one of the lovely young ladies en- 
rolled. 
Three Main Parts 

Following the statistical part of 
his talk, Huber gave the three 
points on which he would concen- 
trate. These included: What can 
students expect at MPC?, What 
can MPC expect of students? And 
the possible formation of a penin- 
sula college district. 

Huber praised MPC, saying it is 
a “fine institution with outstand- 
ing faculty members and facilities.”

The reception was planned for 
the newcomers so that they would 


have an opportunity to know 
faculty members in a more relaxed 
atmosphere than found in the 
classroom. ASMPC president Bill 
Dorman introduced the students to 
Dr. Huber and he, in turn, invited 
them to meet the faculty members. 
Punch and cookies were served to 
everyone to add to the informal 
spirit. 


He stated that no college can offer 
more in lower division. 

“The key to our success,” said 
President Huber, “is good student- 
faculty relationship.” Another rea- 
son for the college success is the 
firmness of the faculty members in 
instructing and the eagerness of 
the students to learn. 

In explaining the possible forma- 
tion of a peninsula junior college 
district, Huber gave several pos- 
sible solutions to the problem now 
at hand. He told of other attempts 
which had failed up till now and 
said he hoped that “this would be 
the year of decision” on the matter, 


but couldn’t promise that it would 
be. 
Tri-Board Meeting 
Dr. Huber announced that there 
will be a meeting of the three 
school boards from Monterey, 
Carmel, and Pacific Grove on the 
twenty-eighth and that there will 
be both members of the faculty 
and student body attending to keep 
more persons informed of the 
progress. Whatever comes from 
this meeting, however, will not 
hurt MPC as a college, Huber add- 
ed. “No matter what happens, 
everyone can be assured that there 
will always be an MPC.”

Maroon Triumphs Over White; 
Jackson, Peavey, Redmond Star 


Coming back from a ten-point 
halftime deficit, the Maroon team 
downed the underdog White team 
32-12 in the annual Maroon- 
White Scrimmage game at the 
MPC Stadium. 

The game began with the White 
moving the ball fairly well against 
the forward wall of the Maroon 
defenders headed by guard Willie 
Redmond and end Otis Gresham. 
However, Jim Lofton had to punt 
on a 4th and 17 situation. 

From the White 44 the Ma- 
roon began their thrusts into the 
opposition. But, a fourth down, 
18 yard run by Mike Mosolf was 
not enough for the first down and 
the White team took over. 

Three plays later, a Lofton 
punt was blocked by Redmond and 
a White player tried to run the 
elusive pigskin out of the end zone 
and failed. Score: Maroon 2, 
White 0. 

After several exchanges of punts, 
the White team finally got their 
first score. The touchdown was set 
up when the Maroon fumbled a 
punt by Lofton on their own 26 
yard line. A five yard penalty and 
a four yard gain by Steve Bailey 
netted a minus one with a second 
down, eleven yards to go situation.
